P H O N O G R A P H IC L E T T E R . 


T h e C om p ositor U ses th e P h o n o g ra p h 
In stea d o f M an u scrip t. 
Ca rs o n (Nev.), October 20.h .—The Appeal 
of this m orning contained a letter irom 
Thomas Edison to Major Frank McLaugh­ 
lin, Vice-President ol the Pacific Phono­ 
graph Company. It was dated London, 
September 23d, and came on a phono­ 
graphic cylinder. The cylinder was se­ 
cured by the Appeal and the letter put in 
type directly from the phonograph, the 
compositor setting it up from the sound. 
This is the first practical application of the 
phonograph in the composing-room ever 
made on this coast. The compositor stated 
that lie could set faster from the phono­ 
graph than from m anuscript. Following 
is the letter: 
London, Septem ber 23,1689. 
My Dear Major: My wife and I arrived from 
Paris last Tuesday. T he passage was ra th e r 
rough. My wife is quite sick. She has not got 
over it yet. I am closing up m y arrears in cor­ 
respondence to-day and include you in the 
num ber, not because I am indebted to you, but 
because since you have been here I have m et 
Colt and H arvey, w ho tell me they are in ter­ 
ested w ith you. 
W hat jolly dogs they are 1 I am really sorry 
I could not have been there the some tim e 
you were. They tell m e you m ade A m erica fa­ 
m ous iu certain localities thioughout London. 
H a 1 h a ! b a 1 Old fellow, I heard lots of tbings 
w hich I am afraid to com m it, even to the pho­ 
nograph cylinder. 
T he exhibition in Paris was not altogether a 
credit to A m erica, but there are m any reasons 
w hy th is should have been so. Of course you 
m ust know th a t I m ade a special eflort, and 
m ust say I feel fully repaid for the expense and 
trouble. They feted au d treated us over there 
in a m ost kindly sort of a m anner. Mrs. Edison 
and I will never forget it. 
I am anxious to get back to New York, and 
exDect to sail some tim e n ex t week. I do not 
know w hat steam er. I have some new phono­ 
graphic ideas w hich I th in k m ay be useful, and 
w hich I intend to w ork out as soon as possible. 
How soon w ill you be in New York ? I trust I 
w ill see you ioou. 
Very k in d regards from m y wife and I. I re­

R om e, October 20th.—The Pope to-day 
gave an audience to part of the French 
pilgrims, and delivered an address to them .

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TAKING ACTION AT LAST. 
The movement among representative 
men of mountain and foothill counties to 
put a stop to forest destruction is taking 
good form, and promises to amount to 
something at last. Congress is to be ap­ 
pealed to for the creation of forest reserves. 
This is an excellent idea, but the State has 
a duty also in this matter that has thus far 
been practically neglected. True, we have 
a Forestry Commission, but its powers are 
so circumscribed that it can do little more 
than file reports and give advice, and, as a 
rule, the Legislatures do not read the one 
or take the other. We have the spectacle 
now of the Chief Forester of the State 
establishing his headquarters at Los 
Angeles, in which section there is the least 
of forest growth, the headquarters being 
several hundred miles distant from the sec­ 
tions in which the grossest outrages are 
perpetrated by the denudation of the 
mountain and hill slopes. It appears that 
the people of Kern, Fresno, Mariposa, 
Merced and Tulare have fully awakened 
to the fact that if the depredations of the 
campmen. the sheepmen and the hunters 
continue, the time will speedily arrive 
when all the valley streams will run dry 
early in the summer, and when the rains 
come there will be such sudden floods as 
will work incalculable damage in the low­ 
lands. The undergrowth being burned 
out, there will be no retention of snow, no 
gradual feeding of the streams, and dis­ 
astrous freshets will result and ruinous 
R e co rd -U n io n began to preach them to 
the people of this State some seventeen 
years ago, and has not failed to re­ 
peat the warning year by year ever 
aince. Other journals have been equally 
diligent 
in 
endeavoring 
to 
rouse 
public attention to the danger of permit­ 
ting abnormal forest destruction to con­ 
tinue. In one or two years in all that 
time there were spasmodic manifestations 
of interest, and some steps were taken to 
ascertain just what danger portended in 
the premises. 
Finally a Forestry Com­ 
mission was created, but its power was 
limited to examination of a narrow belt of 
country. Its reports, however, have justi­ 
fied all the warnings given. 
Two years 
later the powers of the Commission were 
broadened, but they arc still inadequate. 
If we are to profit by the experience of 
others, we ought now to study the history 
of Germany, Austria, Switzerland and 
France, in the matter of forestry. If we 
are not worBe than stupid we will not re­ 
main quiescent, but with the convening of 
the next Legislature will begin upon such 
a line of action as will save to the slopes 
of our hills and mountains what remains 
of their natural clothing, and which is so 
vitally essential to the agriculture of the 
valleys, and, indeed, to their occupancy. 
For forest destruction with us may mean 
such climatic changes as will render some 
sections of the State, now populous, the 
most undesirable portions of the continent. 
It is well that the people should be thor­ 
oughly educated on the importance of this 
subject, with a view to Legislatures being 
chosen by them that will reflect the com­ 
mon wisdom of experience, so far, at least, 
as the forestry question is concerned. 
THE EEA OF PEACE. 
The burst of fraternal enthusiasm at the 
Buffalo banquet to the delegates of the 
three Americas Congress is significant. 
The toast that resulted in so exuberant 
a manifestation of friendliness between the 
Chilean and the Peruvian ministers, em­ 
bodied the sentiment that the three 
Americas should be one in peace, and live 
as kindly and helpful neighbors, and never 
as enemies. Thereupon the Peruvian 
minister sprang to his feet and extended 
his hand to the Chilean minister who had 
offered the toast in honor of the United 
States of America, and it was taken and 
shaken heartly while all the delegates 
arose and cheered. It may be said that 
this was merely a little post-prandial ebuli- 
tion to which no political significance at­ 
taches; we think differently. These men 
are not likely to say or do anything in the 
presence of each other that they are not 
ready to abide by, and which does not re­ 
flect the sentiment of their people. Chile 
and Peru have been at war often enough 
to make them abhor the very word. Peru 
lias always had the worst of the struggle, and 
Chile has at times been merciless towards 
her weaker neighbor. But there is every 
reason to believe that Peru is ready to ac­ 
cept the situation as it is, and abandon all 
thoughts of enmity towards or recovery 
from her late foe, and that Chile is willing 
to forego any further ambitions at the ex­ 
pense of Peru. That this sentiment is 
strengthened by the call for the Congress 
cannot be doubted. The statesmen of the 
several states of the Americas, chosen for the 
specific purpose, are now together for the 
special achievement of such understanding 
that peace and amity between all the 
American states shall be permanent, and 
the need for any one of them arming in 
distrust of another may disappear wholly. 
The very highest office of statesmanship 


devolves upon these delegates, the con­ 
servation of peace, the promotion of mu­ 
tual interests, and the removal to the far- 
therest of any causes for distrust. As we 
have once before said, they are to set an 
example to the world of peace-promoting 
and peace-loving nations. They are to 
prove that diplomatic wisdom and true 
statesmanship have reached that plane of 
development where their highest honors 
are to be won in making war unnecessary. 
Such is to be the statesmanship of the 
future, and it will remain one of the 
proudest monuments to the glory of our 
own Government, that it was given to one 
of its chief officials to sound the key note 
of this exalted statesmanship, when he said 
to the Pan-American Congress, “Friend­ 
ship and not force, a spirit of just law and 
not the violence of the mob, should be 
the recognized rule of administration be­ 
tween Americans and American Nations.” 
SAMOA. 
With the exact text of the Samoan 
agreement unknown, the public cannot 
comprehend just what difficulties are in 
the way of recognition of Mataafa as King. 
As understood, however, the SamoaDS were 
to hold an election, and a free choice was 
to be guaranteed to them. But from what 
can now be gathered, it appears that this 
‘free choice” must result in the elec- 
tioc of Malietoa. Just exactly why an 
election was ordered then, is not clear, for 
if the old King was to be restored to power 
there was no need of the farce of an elec­ 
tion, in which the voters were instructed 
that they must choose a certain man. But 
if the concessions of Germany were made 
on that basis, there is nothing for the 
United States to do but submit. We have 
believed all along, and have so made fre­ 
quent expression, that strict justice called 
for the restoration of Malietoa to his rule, 
from which without the slightest good ex­ 
cuse he was deposed by the arbitrary action 
of the German Government. If we are 
correct in our estimate of the character of 
Mataafa, he will not interpose any objec­ 
tion, bat will retire in favor of his aged 
uncle. The fighting chief, though ranked 
as a heathen, has shown himself to be 
every inch a man ; indeed, when Malietoa 
landed, in August last, he at once sought 
him out and rendered him the honors of a 
King. Mataafa by that act testified to his 
entire willingness to lay aside his own am­ 
bition in favor of his uncle. There can 
be little doubt, therefore, but that he will 
now gracefully retire, and not occasion his 
friend, the United States, any trouble. 
Even if Malietoa ascends the throne again, 
Mataafa will virtually be the ruler of Sa­ 
moa, and his policy will be reflected in the 
administration of the sovereign. 


T h e Republican State Central Commit­ 
tee of Mississippi has withdrawn its ticket 
and will not further push its canvass. The 
cause assigned for this abandonment is the 
hopelessness of Republicans securing fair 
play in the election, and the inability of 
the party to insure voters their right to 
cast a ballot without interference, and to 
have an honest count of the ballots polled 
made. This action may at least induce 
such inquiry into the facts that the exact 
truth can be made known. If the people 
of Mississippi are not afforded a republi­ 
can form of government, which means 
political liberty, it is full time that the 
truth be officially made known. 


T h e report t_hat the Princesfc 
neys is a serious matter in England. It issaid 
he cannot recover, and therefore the Eng­ 
lish people must prepare themselves to 
look upon his son, Albert Victor, as heir 
apparent in case the Prince, his father, 
survives the Queen, or upon Alfred, the 
Duke of Edinburgh, in case the Queen out­ 
lives the Prince of Wales. Really, how­ 
ever, it makes very little political differ­ 
ence who is the heir to the English crown 
under the system of government that pre­ 
vails in Great Britain. 
A CORRESPONDENT asks why the three 
Americas Congress is spoken of as the Pan- 
American Congress. 
The latter term, 
which gives the title a Greek prefix, is 
deemed more expressive than “all,” which 
it really means. That is, to say “Pan- 
American” means wholly, completely, en­ 
tirely and all embracingly American, per­ 
taining in all fullness to things American.

The Objections of California Wine Pro­ 
ducers Faliy Answered. 


TANNER TANS SECRETARY NOBLE. 


He Also Claims that Harrison Car­ 
ried Indiana on the Promises 
Sfade to Veterans.

FO RTIFY IN G W INES. 
The C om m issioner A nsw ers Fully the 
C om plaints From C alifornia. 
W a s h in g to n , October 20th.—California 
wine producers have lately complained 
greatly of the severe restrictions placed on 
their production of fruit braudy for the for­ 
tification of sweet wines, claiming that un­ 
necessary vigilance was used over their 
distilleries. It has been claimed by wine­ 
growers that a larger number than usual of 
gaugers have been placed ovet the brandy 
distilleries in the South, and that Special 
Revenue Agents Eldridge and Thomas 
have been particularly pernicious in their 
activity this season. 
So great has the excitement over the 
matter grown that Congressman Vandever 
wrote J. De Barth Shorb late in September, 
asserting that the internal revenue was 
being run by a whisky ring in its own in­ 
terest. 
The Los Angeles Board of Trade adopted 
a long series of resolutions denouncing the 
action of the revenue authorities, and 
Senator Stanford and Representative Mor­ 
row. upon the representation of Southern 
California wine-growers, sent a long tele­ 
gram to the Secretary of the Treasury re­ 
questing that agents Eldridge and Thomas 
be transferred to new fields of usefulness. 
The agents were given a chance to de­ 
fend themselves, and both state that they 
bad not been on the field for a month. 
The Internal Revenue Bureau, however, is 
much disturbed over the charges that it is 
dominated by a “whisky ring” and hostile 
to the California wine interests, and to­ 
night Commissioner Mason authorized the 
agent of the California Associated Press to 
make the following statement: 
The Internal Revenue Bureau is not hos­ 
tile to the wine industry in California, nor 
in any other section of the United States. 
In the collection of a tax from fruit brandy 
produced from grapes and from offal of 
wineries, the law is alike, and applies to all 
sections of the country, whether produced 
from grapes or other fruits, and the regula­ 
tions and instructions governing local offi­ 
cers are alike and applicable to all. 
It is the policy of the bureau to enforce 
the laws and regulations reforred to in 
a fair and impartial manner, without 
embarrassment or annoyance to honest tax­ 
payers, and the officers are prohibited from 
indulging in harassing, overbearing or un- 
gentlemanlv conduct in the discharge of 
their official duties. 
It is reported to this office that the prac­ 
tice of using illicit brandy spirits for the 
fortifying of the sweet wine product of 
California has grown to such dimensions, 
that the wines of that character can no 
longer be produced by honest taxpayers at 
a profit, and that a special branch of the 
wine industry has fallen into the hands of 
a class of irresponsible men, who prodace 
a crop and sell it at a price which proves 
conclusively that the wines were never 
fortified with spirits, upon which taxes 
have been paid. This fact is said to be well 
established, and admitted to by every well 
advised grape-grower and wine-producer in 
the State. 
Such practices would not only be hurt­ 
ful, but absolutely fatal to the success of 
every honest grape-grower and wine pro­ 
ducer on the Pacific coast. 
No matter what the sympathy of the 
Commissioner of InternalRevenue may be 
with reference to the amendment of the 
law so as to admit of the use of free spirits 
for fortifying sweet wines, the law, as it 
now stands, forbids it, and tne Commis­ 
sioner deems it his duty to enforce the law. 
It is stated that the number of officials 
employed in California this year for the 
purpose of visiting distilleries and oversee­ 
ing the collection of tax on fruit brandy.jg 
it is tme tbai special gaugen have 
been employed in both districts, it is also 
true that a less number of special deputies 
have been employed. This was done with 
a view to increasing the efficiency 
of the force and at the same time of reduc­ 
ing the expense, the gauger being able to 
do all tbat was beforedoneby both officers, 
thus saving of double expense, or nearly 
so. The selection of the men appointed to 
fill these offices was a matter purely local 
to the two collection districts in California, 
all of them being recommended or indorsed 
by the influence found necessary to secure 
the recommendation of the respective Col­ 
lectors, and on whose indorsements the 
Commissioner acted in his recommenda­ 
tions to the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
if they have been honest, industrious and 
intelligent in the discharge of their official 
duties it is honorable to them and com­ 
plimentary to those who indorsed them, 
aud iiattering to the Collectors under whose 
orders the work has been done, and very 
gratifying to the Commissioner. 
It is further stated that all the men em­ 
ployed in this work, with the exception of 
eighteen special gangers, in the two dis­ 
tricts are old and experienced officers, 
from the Collectors down, all having a 
practical knowledge of the duties required. 


TANNER’S REFLIES. 
H e Goes for N oble’s Scalp and T ells How 
H arrison C arried Indiana. 
W a s h in g to n , October 20th—Ex-Pension 
Commissioner Tanner makes public to­ 
night a long letter in reply to ttie receni 
published one of Secretary Noble and 
strikes back savagely. 
First he denies that he was insubordi­ 
nate to Noble, and quotes in full a letter of 
bis to Noble in August in which he told 
Noble that he had no desire to be insub­ 
ordinate; that he desired to carry out No­ 
ble’s wishes, aud if he bad nit done so he 
wished Noble would advise him. 
This letter Tanner claims that Noble did 
i ot make public, and in fact did not a; swer 
it. Tanner then takes up the question of 
rerating and arrearages and defends his 
own action in bo doing on the ground that 
it was his duty as Commissioner to do so, 
when he discovered that injustice was 
done. 
In support of his action he calls Noble’s 
attention to the fact that he, Noble, sent 
General Powell, of Illinois, to ex-Com­ 
missioner Black with a note and tbat it 
resulted in Black’s rerating Powell and 
giving him $6,300 arrearages without Pow­ 
ell filing an application or snbmitting to a 
medical examination. 
This action, Tanner claims, justified him, 
as it showed Noble’s belief at that time, 
but since then he finds that Noble consid­ 
ered such actions illegal. Tanner was sur­ 
prised at this sudden change of belief. 
Tanner then states his belief that he was 
forced to resign because of his excessive 
liberality in granting pensions, but claims 
that be was only carrying out what he and 
other Republican speakers had promised 
old soldiers in the campaign tbat elected 
Harrison. 
He (Tanner) had plastered Indiana all 
over with such promises, in order to cap­ 
ture the soldier vote.

cumbency. The fact is there were but 
thirty-three of them all told. 
There are nearly 700 soldier employes in 
the pension office, so the public can judge, 
as well as I, bow much fonndation there is 
regarding the point of the number for the 
criticism passed npoc the office in tbat re­ 
spect. Suffice it to say that four gentle­ 
men, men of long experience in the office 
and of acknowledged character and capac­ 
ity, in their report to me on twenty-four 
cases, broadly impeached the correctness of 
the action in one case, whereupon I imme­ 
diately called for the papers. In that esse 
and finding that the certificate had not yet 
been issued, I cancelled all the proceedings 
taken in the case. 
Of tne thirty-three cases they reported 
that three were simply increase cases and 
not rerated cases; that the action taken in 
two of the others was right in part, and that 
in one case an injastice had been done the 
pensioner, and that he had not been 
granted eDoogh. Six cases were reported 
as having been wrongly favored. 
All the rest were certified to is absolutely 
correct. On the 20th of June there came a 
notice to me of the fact that a Committee 
of Investigation would be appointed, and 
when they appeared a day or two after­ 
wards I instructed the Chief Clerk to place 
the office und all it contained at their dis­ 
posal if they desired it. 
That terminated my association with the 
Committee of Investigation right at the 
commencement of its existence. 
I never heard the report ot the Commit­ 
tee on Investigation until the afternoon of 
the day I resigned, when I found it on a 
table in the White House, and it was there 
told by the President and his Secretary 
that the report contained nothing which 
would in the slighest degree reflect upon 
my integrity or that impeached the honesty 
ot my action as Commissioner. 
In regard to the Secretary’s assumption 
of his insubordination, Tanner presents a 
letter which he sent to the Secretary Aug­ 
ust 5th, and in which he expresses regret 
that they had fallen apart, and attributes 
the trouble to too little personal communi­ 
cation. 
The letter goes on to say : “ I recognize 
that I sit in a position where I have the op­ 
portunity of my life to serve oar comrades 
and onr country. I desire to serve them, 
and it to the fullest exlent the law per­ 
mits and not one iota beyond. I desire to 
help you make this branch of the adminis­ 
tration so popular with fhe veterans and 
the patriotic people over the country at 
large, that in the future there can be no 
question where the support of the men who 
served and suffered will be given.” 
Tanner said this letter was never an­ 
swered and it closed the communication 
between him and Secretary Noble. 
The investigation report proper, to which 
Commissioner Tanner in his interview 
refers, covers a little more than eighteen 
printed pages, and is dated September 5, 
1889. The report says that there were no 
records in the pension office showiDg 
specially a number of esses which had 
been rerated during the period suggested 
by the Assistant Secretary’s order, and that 
until the period commencing September, 
1888, the rerated cases were ail included in 
the records among reissues for all pur 
poses. 
Commencing, however, with September 
1, 1888, and continuing tbrongh each suc­ 
ceeding month, the certificate division has 
noted on its record of all the reissues of 
certificates numbered below 171,000, those 
which have been reissued for the purpose 
of correction or changing the rate. 
On examinalicn the Board ascertained 
that the issue of certificate No. 171,000 
brought the work down to about July 1, 
1880. the date when the Arrears Act of 
March 3, 1879, took effect, and it also ap­ 
peared that a much larger proportion of 
certificates were issued prior to that date 
that liad been rerated than of those issued 
subsequently to the report. It therefore 
covers all the cases numbering below 171,­ 
000 rerated during the months of Decem­ 
ber, 1888, and January. February, March, 
April, May, June and July, 1889. 
Tanner produces a statement showing 
the total number ot cases rerated daring 
the eight months specified, and also show­ 
ing that in about 83 per cent, of the total 
number of cases rerated the rerating ex­ 
tends back to the dale of the discharge. 
Comment is made that the statement indi­ 
cates that there has been a substantial in­ 
crease in the number of cases rerated from 
month to month during this period, which 
the report says is indicative of what is ap­ 
parently the established policy of the 
bureau, the result of which, if continued, 
will be to readjudicate and rerate a very

procedure in a majority of cases is about 
as follows: The pensioners, prompted by 
the present liberal policy of the bureau, in 
making an application for an increase of 
pension, aiso in the same application

ally that they had been rated too low 
This question is considered on the appl ca­ 
tion tor an increase alone, and in very 
many cases it is considered and action 
taken without, so far as the record 
shows, the request having been made for 
euch action on the part of the petitioner.” 
The cases which are analyzed and cited 
in the report are, in all important particu­ 
lars, substantially of the same general 
character as those cited in Secretary Noble’s 
letter to Commissioner Tanner, dated July 
24th last and published yesterday morning. 
Official judgment has been, as a matter 
of fact, the controlling principle in a ma­ 
jority of rerated cases, however much it 
may be urged to the contrary.

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FOLSOM’S BIG DAM. 


A MORE IMPOSING STRUCTURE THAN 
IS GENERALLY BELIEVED. 


A S acram entan T ells W hat H e T hinks 
of I t—It w ill be Finished 
T his Y ear, 


A gentleman who recently returned from 
Folsom and vicinity, where he had been on 
a business trip, gave a glowing account to a 
R icobd-Union reporter last evening of the 
prtgress of work on the big dam across the 
American river near the penitentiary. 
“ It is a much larger and importan 
structure than I had ever imagined," said 
he, “and will no doubt be the greatest de­ 
vice of the kind in California, or on the 
Pacific coast, when it is finished. A per­ 
son has no idea what it is until he sees it. 
It was my first trip down that way, and al­ 
though I had read much about it in the 
papers, I never imagined that it was 
such 
a gigantic affair as it is. 
Why, hundreds of men, principally 
convicts,literally swarm over it, apparently 
in the greatest confusion. But this is not 
the case. Each man has his work set out, 
and from what I could see they were doing 
it as well as if they were drawing $5 a day 
for it. It is very near completion now.” 
The issue of the 19th inst. of the Folsom 
Telegraph gives a detailed account of the 
progress of work on the dam, as well as a 
splendid description of the structare as it 
at present appears. It says: “The dam is 
now about thirty feet above the level of the 
water in the American river, and built up 
all the way across. Besides there are three 
towers on' the top of the dam about ten 
feet high and from ten to twenty feet 
square. The portion of the dam on this 
side of the river is built up on a level with 
the bank, aDd by the end of the week will 
be a couple of feet higher than it. A large 
gangway has been built from the top of the 
dam to the bank on this side, where the 
concrete is mixed. It is supported on 
scantling, and is from twenty-five to ten 
feet above the river, and is about ten feet 
wide. About forty wheelbarrows are used 
on it to carry the concrete from the bank 
to the top of the dam. A new saDdbank, 
about a quarter of a mile up the river, is 
now drawn on for sand, which is carried 
in carts to the concrete pile. A bank near 
where the canal wall joins the dam is be­ 
ing cleared awav to reach bedrock for the 
foundation, and work on the straight wall 
from the canal to join the wall already up 
will be commenced next week.” 
A new tramway is being made, and will 
be finished and ready for use by the 28lh. 
When it is completed all the derricks on 
the dam will be removed, and the stone 
used will be placed in position by the two 
tramways. 
The work will be pushed 
ahead much more rapidly by this means 
than it is now, as more stone can be placed 
by the tramways than by the derricks. An 
immense amount of rock is now out, and is 
being broken by the convicts for use. Some 
of the rock splits up nicely, and when the 
tramways are ready it can be handled rap­ 
idly and easily. Four new flat cars have 
been constructed for the work, and every­ 
thing indicates that the big dam will be 
finished before the first of the year. 
The openings in the dam carried off the 
water easily during the recent rise in the 
river. One of them ran full, one of them a 
little over half full and the other about one- 
third. They will be able to carry off all the 
surplus necessary, if the river should be 
raised considerably by the heavy rains. 
The water rushed through the openings 
with great force during the raise. In the 
one that was full it came in a solid stream 
that retained its shape for a distance of fif­ 
teen or sixteen feet from the place from 
which it emerged, then gradually fell to 
the level of the river. 
The dam looks immense as one approach­ 
es it from the prison, and its looks are no­ 
wise deceiving. It will be a grand struc­ 
ture when completed. 
All the convicts 
that can be spared are put on it to work, 
and more could be given plenty to do. 


RECORDS AGAIN SUFFERING. 
S ergeant B erw ick Says th e P resen t Storm 
is the G reatest for O ctober. 
The Signal Office reports a rapidly falling 
barometer during Saturday night, and con­ 
tinued falling all day yesterday, reading at 
6 o’clock in the evening 29.53 inches—quite 
a low barometer for October. 
The heaviest precipitation during any 
entire month of October in forty years past 
occurred in 1876, when there was 345 
inches, while for that entire season (1876­ 
77) there was but 8 96 inches precipitated, 
showing that more than one-third of the 
last dry season’s rainfall was precipitated 
during October. 
There is no doubt, says Sergeant Ber­ 
wick, but that the present storm will be 
one of grest severity throughout the length 
and breadth of the entire Pacific coast and 
slope. The barometrical conditions re­ 
garding the pressure are abnormally low, 
and there appears to be good evidence that 
the present October will exceed in rainfall 
any month of the same name since 1849, 
or the beginning of recorded facts in refer­ 
ence to rainfall. 
The total amonnt precipitated from the 
beginning of the present storm up to 11:30 
e. m . Saturday, was 1.14 inches, making a 
total amount of 2 34 inches for this season 
as against .55 of an inch last year to an 
equal date. It must not be forgotten that 
in October of last year there was not a 
drop of rain during the entire month. 
The highest and lowest temperature yes­ 
terday was 64° and 56° with strong rainy 
and windy weather, the wind blowing from 
the S. E. 8. and 8. W., and traveling from 
eighteen to thirty miles per hour. The 
highest and lowest temperature for the 
same date last year was 80° and 48°. The 
highest and lowest one year ago to-day was 
78° and 52°. The barometer was lower 
yesterday than was ever before reached in 
October in thirteen years. The lowest us­ 
ually occurs duiing our severe and lengthy 
winter storms. The lowness of the barom­ 
eter at present ought then, says the Ser­ 
geant, to be good evidence of the severity 
of the cyclonic movement now passing over 
the entire country west of the Rocky 
Mountains, the verification of which will 
soon be told by the telegraph messages re­ 
ceived during the next twenty-four hours. 
The barometer was quite low along the 
Pacific Slope from Sacramento south all 
day yesterday, with southerly winds and 
stormy weather prevailing.

PULPIT AND PRESS. 
“ T he W orld ia T heir F le ld -L c t Them 
T ie in Good W orks.” 
At the first Christian Church last even­ 
ing, the pastor, Rev. A. M. Growden, deliv­ 
ered an interesting sermon on the above 
subject, in which particular attention was 
paid to the mission of the Sunday paper. 
He preached from the text: “When I 
turned I lifted up mine eyes, and behold I 
a flying roll.”—Zee. v., 1. 
“This flying roll,” said the pastor, “was a 
witness against evil—a protest against sin. 
Men feared it. There is a power to-day 
which good men ought to love, which evil 
men must fear, it is the power of pulpit 
and press. There ought to be no antagon­ 
ism between these powers. They are twin 
branches of the wondrous tree of Provi­ 
dence. Man has ever endeavored to im­ 
press and extend his thoughts. Bricks 
from Babylon tell us that in that distant 
age the ari of printing was attempted. It 
wa9 more properly stamping. The Chinese 
to-day use that primitive process. It was 
reserved for a greater people to invent the 
wondrous art. The earliest approach to a 
newspaper is found in the ‘Acta Publica' 
of Ancient Rome, about 400 years ago 
the first book issued from the press. Be­ 
tween 1450 and 1455 Gutenberg succeeded 
in printing a Bible. In 1471 Caxton intro­ 
duced printing into England. In thirty 
years it had reached Scotland and Ireland. 
“Macaulay gives an interesting sketch of 
the press in the time of Charles II. No 
newspaper was allowed to appear without 
his permission, and he exclusively fostered 
the London Gazette. It appeared on 
Mondays and Thursdays, usually con­ 
taining a royal proclamation, a Tory ad­ 
dress, an 
account 
of a skirmish 
on the Danube, a description of some high­ 
wayman— makiDg two pages in all. The 
impor:ant state trials and parliamentary 
debates were passed by in silence. Iu the 
new world printing rapidly attained won­ 
derful proficiency. In 1843 Joseph Adams, 
of New York, applied electrotyping to the 
art by illustrating Harper's Bible. Our 
earliest newspaper was the Boston News 
Letter, founded in 1704. At the close of the 
French and Indian wars there were ten 
newspapers in the Colonies. In 1880 there 
were 8,633 weeklies, 971 dailies. The New 
York Ledger has sent ont in one edition 
400,000 copies. What a power the newspa­ 
per has to-dav ! What a dead world this 
would be if the printing presses were 
silenced tor a week. If the flying rolls 
ceased tiyiog, with no word from the out­ 
side world, life would resemble an Arctic 
winter. Give me a country that has plenty 
of newspapers. The freedom, not license, 
of the press aod pulpit is one of our inesti­ 
mable blessings. May the day never come 
when priest or President shall silence 
either. 
“Sometimes it is said that the press aids 
the wrong. I would answer that charge in 
John Milton’s language: ‘Let her and 
falsehood grapple. W hoever knew truth 
put to the worse in a free and open en­ 
counter.’ Let no one misunderstand me. 
I am not saving a word in favor of those 
flying rolls that soil their whiteness by ob­ 
scene salacious details. May God deliver 
ns from them. Too filthy to enter a clean 
home, too degraded to be called by name. 
All good things may be prostituted to vile 
ends. 
“The press is next to the pulpit in moral 
power. The press prints our newspapers; 
it also prints our Bibles. The cold type 
tells the tale of bereavement that calls to 
benevolent action a sympathetic world, 
and the warm and eloquent sermon that is 
freighted with moral force and divine truth. 
You tell me, though, that the press has in 
its columns tales of bloodshed, descriptions 
of murders; that it paints the dark side as 
well as the light. True enough. Would 
you like a paper of speculation and the­ 
ory ? If there are noted criminals, let us 
not be ignorant; if there are angels of 
mercy, let us form their acquaintance. In 
times of trouble the religious and secular 
press reminds us of the fact that God is the 
Faiher of us all. During the civil war the 
Sunday newspaper appeared. It told of 
victory and defeat, of heroism on the part 
of the Blue and the Gray, who to-day sleep 
side by side. When the red hand of war 
was withdrawn the Sunday paper poured 
forth a new story. It told of a Savior who 
could heal oroken hearts—of that land 
where the terrible notes of war would 
ne’er 
resound. 
It brought 
through 
its religions intelligence the conso­ 
lations of the house of God to the 
fireside. From the lips ef some godly man 
the words were caught by the flying roll 
and multiplied a thousandfold. Hundreds 
attended the churches, but thousands heard 
the word. 
“May the Sunday newspaper never omit 
its message from religion’s domain for the 
myriad toilers of earth. It will ease their 
burdens, lighten their cares. We read the 
reported sermons in the care, out on the 
Western plains ; dusky miners read it as 
they pause at noonday ; the sailor drops a 
tear as memories of home cross his mind, 
called np by his messmate’s voice as he 
reads once inore the greasy, tar-stained, 
crumpled newspaper picked up at the last 
port. The Bible is too often buried and 
overlooked; the newspaper is always at 
hand. I would make every newsboy a 
missionary, at least once a week. Why 
not carry the influence of the pulpit into 
every village and hamlet. I like the idea 
of the warm Lord’s-day atmosphere being 
carried like a beneficent gulf stream into 
the cool waters of a worldly week. We 
hear objections to the ‘8abbath news­ 
paper,’ as it is termed. We ere not living 
under Jewish law; we are not keeping the 
Jewish Sabbath. Under that law no work 
of aDy kiDd was permitted. The Lord’s 
day is for religious activity. There is 
liberty to do good and to circulate good, 
whether by press or pulpit. Until the 
Sunday paper is proven an evil per se, I ex­ 
pect to read it, quote it and enjoy its 
perusal. Why make a distinction between 
the sermon beard and the sermon read? 
Are they not both capable of good? Long 
ago a wiser man than Solomon said: ’He 
that is not against ns is for us.’ Until the 
Sunday newspaper is found to be the friend 
of irreligión, lawlessness and iniquity, why 
ask to have it discontinued? Perhaps by 
the power of consecrated common sense we 
may double its influence for good. We 
ought to discriminate. The press does not 
profess to be a disseminator of theology ; 
it deals with the utilitarian ; it is eminently 
practical, seeking for the greatest good to 
the greatest number. Let the press and 
pulpit vie with each other in good works; 
the world is the field for both. It will 
lake their united efforts to annihilate 
Satan's power and cause the desert of sin 
and sorrow to blossom like the rose. 
Where the preacher’s voice does not pene­ 
trate, the voice of the press does; what the 
pulpit lacks of penetrative power the press 
supplies. Yes, toil ou for that golden day 
of peace and loTe, the goal of all good ef­ 
fort. There is one who judges righteously. 
He will render unto every man according 
as his work snail be.” 


Peter Dolan is a young man of Socialistic 
propensities. 
He earnestly believes that all of this 
world’s goods should be equally divided; 
that there should be no nabobs; that no­ 
body should be allowed to jingle more 
coin than his neighbor, nor wear better 
clothes.

A n E xcellent R ook A dopted for the P u b ­ 
lic Schools of the County. 
From Superintendent B. F. Howard we 
have received a copy of the new school 
manual, prepared by the County Board of 
Education. It contains the conree of study, 
rules of the Board of Education, sugges­ 
tions to teachers and to Trustees, a digest of 
the school law, list of text-books and sup­ 
plementary books adopted for use in 
schools, list of library books and apparatus 
rules and regulations for the semi-annual 
examination of applicants for teachers’ cer­ 
tificates aod for the annual examination of 
pupils of the public schools for promotion 
and graduation. 
The course of study, which covers pri­ 
mary and grammar school work, is ar­ 
ranged in six grades. Pupils who graduate 
from this course may enter higher schools 
or spend another year in what is called the 
advanced grade. 
It is provided that when the State text­ 
books on geography, physiology and civil 
government are issued they shall take the 
place of those now iu use without further 
notice. 
A free use of supplemental readers is ad­ 
vised through the entire course. In the 
more advanced grades, newspapers and 
magazines are recrmmtnded for clats use. 
This plan seems necessary to keep np in 
terest in recitations, where, as in this 
branch, a single book, the Second Reader, is 
the only authorized text-book daring three 
grades. 
The list of library books is much en­ 
larged, and embraces the most popular and 
approved authors in every branch of litera­ 
ture. Teachers are advised to encourage 
and cultivate a taste for reading good books, 
and to exercise greal care in making selec­ 
tions for the school library. 
A special feature of the new manual is 
the annual examination of pnpils of the 
public schools. This is conducted by the 
teacher in each district. The County Board 
of Education prepare questions for these 
examinations, and all paners are returned 
to them. 
Certificates of promotion or 
diplomas of graduation are issued to pupils 
who obtain the required number of credits. 
By this method both teachers and pupils 
have been stimulated to higher efforts and 
a uniform standard secured for all schools 
in the county. Pnpils in the district schools 
will have an opportunity each term to try 
an examination on questions prepared by 
some one else than their teacher. These 
examinations greatly increase the work of 
the County Board, and much credit is due 
its members for their earnest efforts in the 
cause.
